2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: In Figures 11 & 12, reference number "48c" has been 
amended to reference number ~46c~. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide a feeder having the 
specific structural of the roof supports such as claimed in claims 8 (currently amended) 
and 16 (new) (i.e., the roof supports each comprise at least one generally vertical 
central segment, at least three top end segments extending upward from the central 
segment and angled with respect to each other and with respect to the central segment, 
and at least two bottom end segments extending downward from the central segment 
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and angled with respect to each other and with respect to the central segment, wherein 
at least one of the top end segments is detachably coupled to the central segment). 
The reference McCollough as well as other cited references (i.e., US 436,1 12; US 
53,634; US 294,600; US 58,529; US 45,01 1 ; US 53,81 1 ; and US 3,249,090) teach a 
feeder as similar as that to the Applicant but it does not teach the specific structural of 
the roof supports (as stated above in paragraph #3) and to modify it to meet the feeder 
having "the roof supports each comprise at least one generally vertical central segment, 
at least three top end segments extending upward from the central segment and angled 
with respect to each other and with respect to the central segment, and at least two 
bottom end segments extending downward from the central segment and angled with 
respect to each other and with respect to the central segment, wherein at least one of 
the top end segments is detachably coupled to the central segment" would be an 
improper hindsight seasoning.
